WASHINGTON — President 
Bush dispatched three high-ranking 
officials to Alaska on Tuesday to 
“take a hard look” at the nation’s 
worst.oil spill and judge whether the 
government should take over the 
massive cleanup job from Exxon. 

With an oil slick spread across 100 
square miles of Prince William 
Sound, Bush said the first priority is 
to protect the environment and 
“clean up this disaster.” Then, he 
said, the government will decide on 
any penalties for the spill. 

. “This is a matter of tremendous 
concern to Alaskans and, indeed, to 
all of us,” Bush said. “The conserva- 
tion side is important. The energy 
side is important.” 

Bush was briefed on the disaster

Officials pursue Robotussin contro}

WASHINGTON — U.S. officials 
said Tuesday that Iraq’s agreement 
to pay $27.35 million to the families of 
the 37 sailors killed in the attack on 
the USS Stark is a satisfactory and 
fair settlement but it is unclear when 
the payments will be made. 

The agreement, formally an- 
nounced by the State Department, 
represents about 92 percent of the 
$29.6 million the United States had 
requested for the families of those 
who died in Iraq’s unprovoked missile 
attack on the Stark in 1987. 

Settlement “satisfactory” 

Bush administration officials pri- 
vately described the agreement as 
“satisfactory” and a “fair settlement.” 

The sources, speaking on condition 
they not be identified, also said it re- 
mained unclear when Iraq would 
hand over the money. 

They said Iraqi officials had offered 
the settlement in a take-it-or-leave-it 
manner. 

The officials said Americans who 
were in Baghdad to settle the matter 
were called in to see Iraqi Foreign 
Minister Tariq Aziz on Monday “and 
told that this was what (Iraqi) Presi- 
dent (Saddam) Hussein had decided.” 

“There were no negotiations,” one 
source continued. “They just an- 
nounced this was what they were pre- 
pared to pay.” 

“Tt was apparent to our delegation 
that this was going to be the best they 
could do. They didn’t dicker,” said an- 
other official. 

The sources said they could not ex- 
plain how Iraq settled on the figure.

Beloved Brethren and Friends; — We, the members of 
the High Council of the Church, by the voice of all her 
authorities, have unitedly and unanimously agreed, and 
embrace this opportunity to inform you, that we intend to 
send out into the Western country from this place, some 
time in the’early part of the month of March, a company of 
pioneers ...

newspaper while only using typewriters.

found that “of the 168 hours in a stu- 
dent’s week, the largest single block, 
over 70 hours, is spent in unproduc- 
tive, sometimes counter-productive, 
activities in the residence halls.”

Students who had pre-registered 
for Dr. England’s class were assigned 
dorm rooms adjacent to these class- 
rooms. 

Hindmarsh said there is an alarm- 
ing 50 percent college dropout rate 
nationwide, with the majority of 
these dropouts coming after the first 
week, month or year of school.

If students are required to have 
medical insurance, will GSL, or BYU 
loans be made available which cover 
this new expense? Even if they are 
providing a new way for students to 
get further into debt, it is hardly the 
best solution. The situation is simply 
this: For those of us here now, the 
game has already started. Don’t 
change the rules.

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Practice awakens the dull tongue

The dull tongue strikes the bright- 
est and most articulate people. It can 
be devastating, driving away friends, 
dampening success on the job or in 
school and making wallflowers out of 
many. It can also hinder the forming 
of new friendships or the sowing of 
romantic seeds. 

However, with practice and a re- 
alistic, relaxed attitude, anyone can 
acquire the gift of gab, according to a 
conversation specialist. 

“At the root of the problem is fear. 
When we’re afraid, we turn our lis- 
tener into our judge, making it impos- 
sible to let our wit and intelligence 
shine through,” said Arthur Reel, a 
New York-based conversation spe- 
cialist. 

Reel said focusing on the other per- 
son instead of self is the first impor- 
tant step toward putting a good con- 
versational foot forward. 

“A genuine interest and caring for 
the other person will establish an ex-

cellent base to begin from,” said Ted 
Hindmarsh, communications/aca- 
demic living administrator at BYU. 

Hindmarsh said more important 
than worrying about what to say ina 
tense or uncomfortable situation is to 
practice good listening skills. 

Anyone can talk about themselves, 
but to be genuinely interested in an- 
other person and what they have to 
say will produce more effective com- 
munication, he said. 

William Rush, a professional voice 
consultant, said a way to overcome 
conversational difficulty is to realize 
that the feeling of anxiety when meet- 
ing new people is normal. 

“To overcome that paralyzing, ‘I 
can’t think of anything to say’ feeling, 
— slow down,” said Rush. 

Rush said many times when people 
slow down mentally, it might seem, at 
first, as if they are going too slow. 
“When we are nervous a second can 
seem like a minute,” he said. Slowing 
down gives time to think. 

In addition to slowing down, Rush 
said loosening up the upper body can

enhance the ability to communicate 
effectively. 

“When we’re tense our shoulders 
come up around our ears,” Rush said. 
“You can hear it in your voice. Re- 
lease the upper body, and literally let 
go of the tension,” he said. 

Taking a small breath can also help 
when beginning a conversation. Rush 
said the tendency is for people to take 
a big breath, but that is more appro- 
priate for running and getting into a 
fight. 

Finally, when people are feeling 
afraid they tend to keep their voice 
low; to convey confidence the voice 
needs to rise slightly, and come down 

_at-the end. 

Each of these four steps will Kelp 
improve vocalization — that is how 
people say what they want to say. 
Vocalization is so important, Rush 
said, that it overrides words. 

“Our vocal messages must convey 
confidence even when we feel like 
jelly inside,” Rush said. 

Hindmarsh said it is important to. 
remember that people cannot talk and 
listen at the same time. People listen 
faster than they talk so it is important 
to show a genuine interest continually 
as another person is speaking. 

When carrying on a conversation it 
is also important to not send cross- 
messages, he said. 

Make an effort to have the non-ver- 
bal communication match the verbal 
communication:: Non-verbal commu- , 
nication is much more believable. 

If a person is having difficulty in a 


' conversation it could be because they 


are sending cross-messages in their 
communication, said Hindmarsh. 

He said it is important to under- 
stand that when people are communi-

If you let yourself get carried 
away, there is no room to judge your- 
self. The bottom line is to forget your- 
self,” Reel said. e 

Hindmarsh said if people absou- 
Jutely can’t think of anything to say — 
‘ask a leading question. 

He said asking a question that has 
‘more than a yes or no answer will help 
:get a conversation started. 

Hindmarsh suggested that having 
‘in mind a few questions to ask will 
‘help when encountering an uncom- 
-fortable situation. 4 

“More than just the usual question, 
‘something interesting and new,” he 
i said. 

“Tt is important to remember, how- 
vever, silence is not always an enemy. 

If nothing is being said maybe nothing 
: should be said,” he said. 

Hindmarsh said there are two im- 

‘portant things to remember when lis- 
tening to another person: showing the 
worth of the person and listening 
twice as much as talking.

NEW YORK — St. John’s and St. 
Louis, which met 10 times between 
1953 and 1963 but haven’t faced each 
other since, renew old acquaintances 
in the championship game of the Na- 
tional Invitation Tournament 
tonight. 

The Redmen and the Billikens won 
remarkably similar games in Monday 
night’s semifinals, pulling way ahead 
in the first half, losing most of the lead 
and then holding on at the end. 

St. Louis, which fell far behind in 
its previous two NIT victories, 
grabbed a 34-15 lead and saw Michi- 


gan State cut the margin to six before § 


defeating the Spartans 74-64. 

St. John’s led 32-15 over the Uni- 
versity of Alabama-Birmingham, 
which got within five late in the game 
before falling 76-65. 

“T went into the locker room at half- 
time thinking of the phrase, “The 
Lord giveth and the Lord taketh 
away,’ and I was hoping we would be 
able to hold on,” said St. Louis coach 
Rich Grawer, referring to the 12- 
point deficit to Wisconsin and the 20- 
point hole the Billikens faced against 
New Mexico before coming back to 
win NIT prelims.

But Eileen Collyer would probably 
call it more than luck, she’d call it just 
plain hard work. 

Collyer, a 22-year-old junior major- 
ing in administrative dietetics from 
Waterflow, New Mexico, had run 
cross country track in high school but 
; a year ago she was just your casual 
Jogger; running three miles a day, 
three days.a week. 

; Thena friend, who had run several 
marathons already, talked Collyer 
into giving the big 26 a try. 

So Collyer decided she would run in 
the St. George Marathon, which was 
only two and a half months away. 

“T knew I was behind before I even 
started, because most people train for 
at least four months,” said Collyer. 

Collyer said she asked her friend to 
help her by writing up a training 
schedule and to start her out at what- 
ever point she would be at if she had 


the race,” said Collyer. 

On October 1, 1988 Collyer ran the 
St. George Marathon in three hours, 
19 minutes, .25 seconds, which aver-’ 
ages out to 7.4 minute miles, and took 
first in the 19-24 age group. 

The Boston Marathon qualifying 
time for Collyer’s age group was 
three and a half hours. 

“I didn’t know anything about qual- 
ifying for the Boston Marathon, but 
several of the runners (at St. George) 
kept talking about it and one man told 
me that if I kept up the pace I was 
running, then I would qualify,” said 
Collyer. 

Collyer’ said the St. George 
Marathon was fun because of the peo- 
ple there. She said she surprised her- 
self by talking to other runners up 
until the last three miles of the race. 

“Everybody was encouraging each 
other. If you were talking to someone 
and they started running slower than 
you they would say, ‘Now don’t worry 
about me, you go on,’ ’said Collyer. 

That kind of comradery is one thing 
' Collyer said she is afraid she won't 

find in Boston: 

“I think the people will be more 
competitive (at Boston,)” said Col- 
lyer. “The whole atmosphere will 
probably be different.” 

Collyer said she hopes to increase 

- her speed at the Boston Marathon to 
| 7.2 minute miles. 

| 1 don’t want to set a goal so high 
| that I get discouraged, but I do want 
to have something to strive for,” said

BYU women’s cross country Coach 
Patrick Shane designed a training 
schedule for Collyer that has her run- 
ning 50 to 60 miles a week.

. Collyer said she runs six days a 
week, and on one day every week she 
runs 15 to 20 miles. 

“The weekly 20 mile run is to help 
me mentally prepare,” said Collyer, 
“it helps remind me that I can do it. I 
mean, what’s six more miles?” 

Still 26 miles is a long trip on foot 
and Collyer knows it. She said she 
doesn’t think about what she’s doing 
when she runs; instead, she said she 
plans out her day. 

“It’s a mind game, where I try to 
think of anything except my tired legs 
and lungs,” said Collyer. 

There’s a thing in marathons called 
“hitting the wall” and it means you’re 
body gives out at about the 20th mile; 
but Collyer said she didn’t hit any 
walls in St, George. 

One way arunner attempts to avoid 
“hitting the wall,” is by loading up on 
carbohydrates before the marathon 
or “carbo-loading” as the pro’s call it. 

_ Collyer said running the St. George 
Marathon taught her that she could 
do anything she wanted, and now she

Lee DeForest, in 1926, said,

we need waste little time dreaming.” 

In 1948, Science Digest said, 
“Landing on and moving around the 
moon offers so many serious problems 
for human beings that it may take 
science another 200 years to lick 
them.” 

What 
predictions were made for this 
decade? George Orwell’s book, 
“1984,” made some predictions that 
didn’t quite come true.

Fox said he works in the financial 
aids office where he is confronted 
with complaints from people on a reg- 
ular basis. 

Charles Brown, 22, a sophomore 
zoology major, from Cody, Wyo., 
said, “I hate BYUSA and the things 
they have done—like taking out the 
homecoming queen. 

“I didn’t like the elections they had 
this year,” said Brown. : 

Michael Powell, 24, a senior from

ness finance, said that many things 
here at BYU “take away our free 
agency. 

“You can’t get caffeine on campus, 
they took NyQuil out of the book- 
store, they took Boy George out of the 
bookstore—is that teaching people to 
live in the real world? That’s promot- 
ing the fact that we’re right and 
you're wrong,” Powell said. 

He said that forcing students to live 
in BYU approved housing also takes 
away from their free agency. 

“I worked for a property manage- 
ment company (in Provo) and the 
amount of money they charged wasn’t 
worth the housing,” Powell said. “The 
reason the dumps are able to exist, is 


because for some ... unknown reason 
they are still BYU approved.” 

Powell said the dorm situation is no 
better. He lived in the dorms at Loy- 
ola. Marymount University, a 
Catholic school, his freshman year 
and in Helaman Halls at BYU his 
sophomore year.

Shelly Lane, 20, an advertising ma- 
jor from Mesa, Ariz., said, “Seri- 
ously, my main problem is the dress 
code, I think it’s ridiculous that we 
can’t wear shorts.” 

Tanya Huff, 20, a junior, from Fort 
Bragg, Calif., majoring in sociology, 
said her biggest gripe is, “policemen 
who give you tickets for parking ille- 
gally (when you do it) so you won't be 
late for church.” 

Nels Andersen, 23, a junior from 
Los Angeles, Calif., majoring in in- 
ternational business, said, “Basically 
the attitude of the school about park- 
ing is deplorable.”

BYU students, faculty will send experiment aboard shuttle

Never before in BYU’s history has 

a student research project gone into 

Space, but for 48 students and seven 

faculty advisers, their dream could 
become a reality as early as 1990. 

The project, named GOLDH- 


ELOX, is being designed to pho- 
tograph the soft X-rays of the sun, 
said James Maxwell, project coordi- 









nator. “The soft X-rays of the sun 
help us to study the composition of the 
sun. This is extremely important to us 
on earth as the sun directly affects us 
in the form of light, heat, weather 
conditions, ete.” - 

Maxwell, 24, a senior from Santa 
Rosa, Calif., majoring in physics, 
originated the idea for the project in 
the summer of 1988. 

He said the project started with 
three people and has grown to include 
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48 volunteer students and seven fac- 
ulty advisers. 

The project would be a part of 
NASA's “Get Away Special” program 
that allows interested parties to send 
small experiments into space on a 
shuttle. 

Maxwell said the photographs must 
be taken from space because the soft 
X-rays do not penetrate the earth’s 
atmosphere. 

According to Maxwell, the re- 
search information obtained from this 
experiment could bring a greater un- 
derstanding of solar activity. He said 
this activity is sometimes blamed for 
interrupting radio and television fre- 
quencies on earth. Studies of this ac- 
tivity might help scientists predict 
what effects certain solar activity will 
have on life on earth, he said. 

Maxwell said the optics needed to 
photograph X-rays from the sun are 
difficult to make. He said photo- 

‘ graphs taken of the sun in the past 
have been of poor quality and the pro- 
ject is working to overcome that prob- 
lem. 

Dr. Larry Knight and Dr. David 
Allred of the physics and astronomy 
department have helped to develop 


| the optics that will be used for the 


| photography in this experiment, said 
‘ Maxwell. “We have something here 
| that no other university, except for 
| Stanford, has developed.” 

“This is a pioneering project,” said 
Dr. Vernon Jensen, one of the engi- 


mj neering advisers for the project. / 


| “Only Stanford University has done 
similar studies but they have not been 
as in depth.” 

According to Maxwell, the project 
is looking for other students who 
might be interested in helping with 
the project. He said some of the stu- 
dents now working on the project will 
be graduating soon and replacements 
will be necessary. 

Maxwell said a large proportion of 
students come from electrical engi- 





ferent college programs. 
some of the students are using their 
work on the project for credit in 


classes, but most of them are donat- . 


ing their time. 

Maxwell said the project is in need 
of donations for further research and 
production. Approximately $17,000 is 
still needed to see the project 
through. People wishing to work on 
the project or donate money, contact 
Dr. David Allred, the coordinating 
adviser of the project, at 378-3489.

NAUVOO, Ill. — For one resi- 
dent of this small town, which is 
preparing to celebrate its 150th an- 
niversary, the sesquicentennial cele- 
bration has taken on an added signif- 
icance. 

On March 15, Les Sloan was bap- 
tized a member of the Church of Je- 
sus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

Sloan’s baptism culminated his 35- 
year-old debate of whether or not to

nois’ largest city in the early 1840s. 

“Y’ve always gone for the under- 
dog,” said Sloan, “and your, I mean 
our forefathers were (underdogs)

He said he decided to join the 
Church because he was impressed 
with the attitude of many Church 
members. 3 


“What first got my atten- 
tion was observing,” said Sloan. 


“They're always happy, contented 
with what they have.” He said his 
foundation of interest was based on a 
former resident of Nauvoo who al- 
ways “turned the other cheek.”

‘They’re always happy, contented with what they have,’ he said 


Dear to Sloan’s heart and partly 
responsible for his decision to be 
baptized are two LDS sister mission- 
aries. Robin Williams and Wendy 
Brewer were able to see Sloan bap- 
tized just before their simultaneous 
release from their missions. “It was 
the perfect end to a perfect mission,” 
they said. 

A former resident of Chicago, 
Sloan moved to Nauvoo in 1954 and 
in 1963 opened Sloan’s Restaurant, 
which he and his wife Elsie still own 
and operate. 

Next to the restaurant is. Sloan’s 
used-car dealership, which he runs 





simultaneously with the restaurant. 
He said in 1963 the restaurant had 
six car hops. 
Business has gone down and now he 
sunny serves his customers from the 
inside. 


Sloan’s home, located a couple of | 


blocks from the restaurant in the east 
Nauvoo area, has a much longer his- 
tory in the town than its owner. 

It was built during the earliest his- 
tory of Nauvoo and, according to 
Sloan, the original owner of the home 
was Joseph Smith. Although Joseph 
never lived in the home, the original 
deed was in his name.

Sloan said ownership of the home 
may have transferred to Maj.

After most of the original inhabi- 
tants had moved from Nauvoo in the 
late 1840s, a German family had 
gained ownership of the home, said 
Sloan. He said he bought the home 
from a descendant of that family. 

Standing on a five-acre plot, the 
home appears much as it did in the 

- 1800s, although Sloan has done some 
maintenance to keep it up. 

On the repens irectly behind the 
home, facing southeast towards 

Carthage, Ill., where Joseph was mar- 
tyred, is the beginning of the old Mor-— 
mon trail to Carthage. Sloan said 
Joseph probably began his final trip to 
Carthage from this point. 

Sloan now is the only member of his 
predominantly-Lutheran family that 
is amember of the Church. 

He says he hopes to see his wife join 
the Church. “If my life turns around 
like it probably will, I think Elsie will 
also join the Church,” he said. The 
couple has four daughters who no 
longer live at home.

RLDS church makes the plans 
to build Independence temple

INDEPENDENCE, Mo. — Lo- 
cated on a five-acre plot on the corner 
of River and Walnut Streets sits the 
world headquarters of the more than | 
240,000 member Reorganized Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. 

The Auditorium, begun in 1926 and 
dedicated in 1962, sits on a plot origi 
nally planned for a temple for the 
RLDS church. 

_ Church offices are located here and 
its conference chamber holds nearly 
6,000 people. 

RLDS church leaders have planned 
construction of the church’s first tem- 
ple, to be located adjacent to The Au- 
ditorium in Independence. Part of the 
land to be used was recently acquired 
from the LDS church in exchange for 
the Pioneer Cemetery in Nauvoo, IIl. 

Groundbreaking is scheduled for 
next year and church leaders expect 
the estimated three-year project to 
attract approximately 30,000 addi- 
tional visitors to church sites each 
year. 

President of the RLDS church, 
Wallace B. Smith, said church mem- 
bers have anxiously awaited the 
building of the Temple and it is an 
“urgent need” of church members.
